Havana, May 18.—Two almost simul- 
taneous explosions of dynamite, sup- 
posed to consist of 3,000 pounds, com- 
pletely demolished the rural guard bar- 
racks in the city of Pinar del Rio this 
afternoon. Fully 100 persons were 
killed and as many were wounded. 

Most of the dead were rural guards, 
but the entire families of several of 
the officers of the rural guard, it is 
reported, were kilied also, as well as 
' geveral employees of the public works 
department and residents of the city, 
on which fel) a deluge of masonry and 
debris from the blown-up building. 

Accident or Act of Conspiratorst 

{It is not known yet whether the ex- 
plosion was the result of an accident 
Or was due to an act of conspirators, 
but the former hypothesis is consider- 
ed the more probable. 

Several relief trains carrying sur- 
geons, officers and men of the rural 
guard and government officials started 
this afternoon from Havana to the 
scene of the catastrophe which is 108 
miles distant. 

The names of the dead have not yet 
been reported, with the exception of 
Captain Alfreds Ravens and Cap- 
tain Gaspar Belancrourt, of the gar- 
rison, and their families, who are be- 
lieved to be buried in the ruins of the 
officer’s quarters adjacent to the bar- 
racks, 

* The barracks was a massive building 
of Spanish construction and occupied a 
site on the outskirts of the city to the 
north. During the late intervention it 
was the headquarters of Colonel Park- 
ers regiment, the Eleventh cavalry. 
Adjacent to the barracks was a long 
row of officers’ quarters.

CONCESSIONS OFFERED

Regulars Will Abandon Pro- 
visions of the Taft Rail Bill 
Which Are Obnoxious to the 
Democrats if the Latter Will 
Aid in Passing the Mutilated 
Measure. 


Washington, May 18.—Abandoning 
all hope of reaching a common under- 
standing on the railroad bill with the 
“insurgents,” the regular republican 
senators moved an early adjournment 
of the senate today to permit the 
democrats to get together tonight to 
consider propositions looking to the 
completion of the bill. * Previous tothe 
adjournment, Senator Aldrich made an 
effort to obtain an agreement to take 
the final vote next Wednesday, but 
there were several objections and the 
request was not pressed. 

Democrats Asked to Aid. 

It was the general understanding 
about the senate chamber that the 
democrats would be asked to assist in 
expediting the bill by permitting 
amendments to be laid on the table. 
by refraining from speechmaking, and 
by other means, with the understand- 


ing that in return the last three sec- 
tions of the bill, relating to capitaliza- 
tion, would be withdrawn. The demo- 
cratic senators generally have opposed 
these provisions because of their sup- 
posed infringement of the rights of 
the states. Many of them are anxious 
to dispose of the bill and are willing 
to resort to any proper means to 
hasten its passage. 

The demoeratic conference tonight 
was held in the senate offices building 
and was attended by about a dozen of 
the democratic lawyers. After con- 
sidering propositions advanced by the 
repubiican regulars, they decided to 
submit their views to their colleagues 
in time to consider any suggestions 
that may be made at tomorrow's ses- 
sion looking to the fixing of a day 
for a fina] vote on the bill.

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-ALADAMA VIADUCT 
NOW ACERTAINTY 


Mass Meeting Called to 
Stir Up Project. 


Council Committee Unanimous 
in Opinion That It Should Be 
Built --- Decided to Take Up 
Question at Once With the 
Railroads and the Legislature. 


Definite plans for the construction 
ef the Alabama street viaduct were 
discussed and put under way at a 
meeting of the committee composed of 
council members and eclitizens, which 
was held in the city hall yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

The committee was unanimous in the 
Opinion that the viaduct, which will 
connect the heart of the city with the 
west side, should be built, and at the 
earliest possible moment; and it was 
decided that the question of coopera- 
tion shall be taken up at once with the 
railroads over whose tracks the viaduct 
will be built. 

i was also decided that the question 
of using a portion of the right-of-way 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
will be taken up with the legislature 
at the coming session. , 

Captain R. M. Clayton, city engineer, 
has two plans for the viaduct, which 
were drawn by Architect Grant Wil- 
kins. One of the plans provides for 
building the viaduct from the foot of 
Alabama street across to Haynes street, 
and the other provides for building it 
from the Forsyth street viaduct across 
to the same point. The estimated cost 
of the first is $476,000, and the esti- 
mated cost of the second is $425,000. 

The committee did not decide which 
of the two plans is tne most feasible. 

The members of the committee are 
Aldermen Grant and Johnson, Council- 
men Chambers, Evins and Everett, City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, City En- 
gineer R. M. Clayton, W. W. Visanski,

And when Halley’s comet” passed, 
and neither the heavens fell nor the 
earth was rent in twain nor any other 
hair-raising phenomena of similar dire 
character was exhibited, the some- 
what skeptical and pessimistic inhab- 
itants of this mundane sphere 
breathed a long, sweet sigh of relief 
and then went back to sleep and 
dreams. 

As the weather man had predicted a 
day or so ago, there were clouds in the 
sky, and except for the statements of 
the scientists who are supposed to 
know all things pertaining to comets 
and the like, there was nothing to in- 
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WHIRLPOOL RAGING ONSUN; 
EARTH MAY BE DISTURBED 


Vallejo, Cal., May 18.—Professor T. J. 
See, the United States naval ob- 
servatory at Mare Island, tonight re- 
ported the following observation on 
sun spots: 

“Great sun spots were noted at 4 

e largest spot was 
sl east of the sun center 
and was made up of three parts rough- 
ly joined together by bridging such 
as characterizes complicated spots. 

“This seems to indicate that the dis- 
turbance is destined to last several 
days. It appears to be increasing in 
magnitude and to be of the vortex or 
whirlpool type, which often gives rise 
to disturbances of the earth’s mag- 
netism. The sun spots will reach the 
sun's central meridian in another day 
or two, and if any disturbance of the 
earthly magnetism is to occur from 
this cause it is likely to come about 
Friday. 

“The spots now seen are not believed 
to have any connection with the comet 
and if any aurorae or electric effects 
occur, we probably should ascribe them 
to the comet rather than to the spets 
on the sun. ' “ss of 

‘The largest spot observed at Mare 
Island was estimated to be 60,000 miles 
long and 30,000 miles wide.” 

San Jose, May 18.—FProfessor J. S&S. 
Ricard, of Santa Clara College Metror- 
ological Observatory, states that to- 


day he observed two very large spots 
on the sun, both intensely black. 

The astronomer said that one spot 
was about 12 hours from the central 
meridian. East of it were 13 pores, or 
small spots. These spots were entirely 

, he said, as for three mont 
most nothing in the nature of 
had been observed. 

St. Louls, May 18.—Solar eruptions 
were observed this afternoon by Fath- 
er Martin 8. Brennan, professor of as- 
tronomy at the Kenrick Seminary. He 
saw 30 distinct spots on the sun. One 
of them he estimated was 150,000 miles 
in diameter. 

‘Three awful groups” is the way 
that Father Brennan describes the spots. 

The recurrence of spots at this time 
is very unusual, but there is nothing 
in it to cause uneasiness, said Father 
Brennan. “It simply indicates unusual 
internal acticity. There is no possible 
connection between the comet and the 
sun spots. The comet is 80,000 miles 
away from the sun and could not pos- 
sibly have any effect upon it. 

“It would require a body as large as 
the earth to fall into the sun to make 
such a@ spot as the larger one in the 
principal group.” 

Chicago, May 18.—Three sun spots.

at Yerkes Observatory at 4 o clock this 
afternoon.

OLD WORLD STILL MOVES 

The comet came, the comet 
went, and this old earth is no 
worse and no better off, thus far, 
very little wiser. There was no 
collision, as the superstitious and 
the ignorant feared, and, now 
that the comet is headed away 
from us, there will be no recur- 
rence of the manifestations of 
terror that were recorded from 
all parts of the country and of 
the world. 

The earth did pass through the 
tall of the comet, and simul- 
tanequsly brilliant auroral dis- 
plays were seen from Williams 
Bay, Wis.; Milwaukee and else- 
where, but the majority of as- 
tronomers were not willing to 
concede that the streamers in the 
heavens were consequent upon 
the presence of cometic matter in 
our atmosphere. 

Comet parties were held every- 
where—in the streets, on roof- 
tops, in gardens—but for all that 
was visible to the naked eye the 
tall of the comet was indeed “the 
veriest approach to nothing set 
in the midst of naught.” 

Friday the comet will khecome 
visible again, headed away from 
us, with the tall sticking straight 
up out of the western sky, a lit- 
tle above the spot where the sun 
sinks. There will then be no 
light from the rising sun to dim 
the glory of the spectacle and it 
is likely to be far more majestic 
than in the stages of the aproach. 
At the end of a month, good-bye 
for another 75 yeara.

“The passing of the comet,” said 
Professor Barnard, “will greatly enrich 
science. I consider the negative phe- 
nomena observed tonight as of great 
value to science as positive phenome- 
na.” Me 

Passage Occupied Five Hours, 

According to first computations 
from observations made here, the earth 
entered the million-mile broad tail of 
the comet at a combined speed of 
earth and tail slightly more than 46 
miles per second. At this juncture the 
eminent scientists gathered here 
agreed that the passage would occupy 
a@ pericd of little more than five hours. 

Sixteen cameras, especially con- 
structed for photographing the sky, 
and fourteen telescopes were trained 
from tiiis point on the passage of the 
comet. 

The battery of @ameras covered every 
visible foot of sky, and hundreds of 
plates were exposed. A number of 
‘ cameras were fixed on an axis, re- 
volving with extreme slowness, with 
lenses constantly on the comet's glow- 
ine

Display of Aurora Lights. 

Despite a spectacular display of au- 
roar lights which moved across the sky 
from east to west, Professor Frost, in 
charge of the observatory, and Profes- 
sor Mitchell, of New York, do not con- 
nect the phenomena directly with the 
comet. The aurora lights tonight fol- 
lowed the observation of three huge 
sun spots late this afternoon. 

“While the glow of the comet’s tai! 
is readily discernible,” said Professor 
Frost, shortly before midnight, “we 
have observed little striking positive 
phenomena that can be attributed to 
Halley’s comet. But that does not les- 
gen the value of negative observations 
secured.” 

NEW YORK WATCHED FOR TAIL 
OF THE FAST RECEDING COMET 
New York, May 18.—From the four 

great bridges across the East river; 
from the decks of ferryboats; from pier 
ends and wharves; from the islands in 
the harbor; from roof-tops, and for 
the entire length of the Riverside 
drive, the people of Manhattan swarm- 
ed and clustered tonight to peer into 
the sky for the incandescent tail of 
the receding comet. 

Some prayed, and all watched, and a 
few carried bottles in which to seal up 
the atmosphere for future analysis. 
What these analyses will show can- 
not be foretold, but there were no 
bodily indications of gas. 

Word received from the west late to- 
day that violent disturbances had been 
observed on the face of the sun added 
greatly to the curiosity of the crowd, 
who reasoned that if the sun were 
susceptible, there was cause to believe 
the earth might be. Laymen were not 
wanting who argued that the showers 
of the morning and afternoon were at- 
tributable to the presence of comet 
dust in the air. The sky was over- 
east for the greater part of the day, 
and no observations of the sun were 
possible. But, even if they had been, 
the fact remains that the greatest uni- 
versity center of the country is with- 
out a first-class telescope. 

LOOK FOR COMET FRIDAY NIGHT; 
BRILLIANT AFTER THE SUN SETS 
New York, May 18.—Dr. Harold 

Jacoby Rutherford, professor of astron- 
omy at Columbia university, said to- 
night that the sun spots reported to- 
day from various observatories in the 
west might be due to the passage of 
the comet across the face of the sun, 
or they might be merely fortuitous. 

“The sun spot observed by Father 
Brennan,” he said, “is unusually large, 
but not the largest recorded, if my 
memory serves me right. It would be 
impossible to say that the proximity 
of the comet to the sun is what we 
call a sun spot. On the other hand, 
such spots have appeared in the past 
when they could not possibly be at- 
tributed to a comet. And there you 
are. 

“There will be a great sight in the 
western sky on Friday night,” con- 
tinued Dr. Jacoby. 

“That is the real night for comet 
parties. When the comet appears just 
after sunset it will be much more bril- 
liant than it was last week in the 
morning sky. Look for it right over 
the spot where the sun goes down and 
after the first night or two\look for a 
shaft of light rising up into the heav- 
ens until it seems like a rainbow cut 
in two.” 

COMETS ARE DESCRIBED 

AS UNDEVELOPED PLANETS 

Mare Island, Cal., May 18.—Profes- 
sor T. J. See, astronomer in charge of 
the United States naval observatory at 
Mare Island, announced today as the 
outcome of years of research in cosmi- 
eal evolution, a theory on the origin 
of comets, which he said were some 
of the primitive masses once forming 
the solar nebula, and could be popu- 
larly described as immature, undevel- 
oped planets. 

“In the course of researches made at 
Mare Island the last two years on the 
origin of the solar system,” said Pro- 
fessor See, “I have proved that comets 
are realiy survivals of the outer shell 
of ancient nebulae from which our sys- 
tem was developed. Al! the inner parts 
of the nebulae have been cleared away 
in producing sun, planets and satellites, 
but many small masses still survive on 
the outer shell of old nebulae. These 


are the comets.”

Vanderbilt Report. 


The Vanderbilt University question 
was finally settled by the adoption of 
the follewing report of the committee 
on education: 

First—That the general conference 
accept the report of the Vanderbilt 
commission as a definition of the rights 
of the M. E. Church, South, to Vander- 
bilt University; moreover that it ac- 
cepts the judgment of the commission 
that the college of bishops is a board 
of common law visitors of the uni- 
vestry and, furthermore, that it ac- 
cept the finding of the commission that 
the general conference has the right 
to select the board of trustees in such 
manner as it may select, either by dli- 
rect election by the conference itself, 
or through such agency or agencies as 
it may designate. 

Second—That the general conference 
select the board of*trust of Vanderbilt 
University and fill vacancies in the 
same now and hereafter at its discre- 
tion. 

Third—That following its election, 
the general conference in the future 
continue the method of choosing the 
trustees adopted by the general con- 
ference held at Baltimore in 1898, and 
when it committed to the general board 
of education of all trustees selected 
by the board of: trust of Vanderbilt 
University. 

Action of Bishops Approved. 

Fourth—That the general conference 
approve the action of the bishops in 
entering upon the discharge of their 
duties as visitors of the university. 

Fifth—That the general conference 
approve as a sound principle of law the 
position of the college of . bishops, 
namely, that “It is not competent for 
the board of education to delegate the 
functions entrusted to it by this general 
conference to any other body or person 
whatsoever,’ and the general board of 
education is hereby instructed to ac- 
cede to the request of the bishop, 
namely, that hereafter, said board 
will confirm no persons as trustees of 
Vanderbilt University except such as 
may be officially nominated to the 
board of education of the M. E. Church, 
South, in writing by the board of trust 
of Vanderbilt University. 

' Sixth—That the board of education 
of. the church provide whatever means 
may be necessary to sustain the find- 
ing of the Vanderbilt commission if it 
shall at any time be called in question 
in the civil courts. In such event the 
bishops of the church are hereby in- 
structed to take whatever steps they 
may deem necessary to maintain the 
rights and claims of the church. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with a prayer of great earnestness by 
the Rev. S Anderson for the ministers 
who have been elected for the different 
positions of trust in the church. A 
motion to adjourn Monday next at 
noon was carried, after a motion to 
adjourn Saturday night was defeated. 

J. O. Wilson, J. R. Pepper,. B.. M. 
Burger, M. L. Watson and A. G. Napier 
weer elected members of the Sunday 
school board. A committee of women 
also was appointed to select ten women 
to serve on the commission on missin- 
ary union. 

By a vote of the conference the sal- 
aries of all general secretaries of de- 
partments and chief editors were raised 
from $3,000 to $3,600 per year.

‘UNDER ARREST 


Scandal Behind Janney’s 
Death May Be Revealed. 


Colonel Ames, Who Was With | 


Mrs. Janney When Latter’s 
Husband Was Killed, Will Be 
Court-Martialed-Janney and 
Wife Had Quarreled. 


Manila, May 18.—Upon instructions 
from Washington, Lieutenant Colonel 
Robert F. Ames was today confined 
to quarters and will be court-martialed 
on charges of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and to the prejudice of mill- 
tar¥Y discipline. 

The action against the officer is 
a sequel to the investigation of the 
circumstances which led Lieutenant 
Clarence M. Janney, of the Twelfth 
infantry, United States Army, to take 
his life following ,a dinner party at 
the home of Ames at Fort William Mc- 
Kinley. The suicide’s wife remains at 
the fort and probably will be the chief 
witness at the court-martial. 

A Filipino coroner and an army 
board of inquiry found that Janney 
committed suicide and so reported to 
Major General William H. Carter, 
commanding ‘the department of Lu- 
zon. After examining the findings the 
general returned them to the board 
with instructions that it obtain ad- 
ditional testimony covering certain of 
the features of the case. No further 
developments were made puDlic until 
the receipt of instructions today from 
Washington, 

How Janney Was Killed. 

Jann®y’s death occurred on the 
night of March 12, last. On that eve- 
ning Janney and his wife attended 
a dinner given by Ames. Captein 
William H. Jordan, Jr., also of the 
Twelfth infantry, completed the party. 

According to the testimony of the 
Witnesses, as taken by the board, 
Lieutenant Janney and hig wife quar- 
reled during the evening. Janney is 
said to have recognized at the home 
of his friend a champagne cooler 
Which had belonged to him, but which 
Mrs. Janney had given to Ames. Jan- 
ney upbraided his wife because of the 
gift, and harsh words followed. Fi- 
nally, Janney demanded an apology 
from his wife and this was made. 
This ended the quarrel, according to 
the testimony, and the dinner was 
resumed, 

A little later, however, Janney left 
the house, returning soon with a re- 
volver with which it was testified he 
shot himself, either through design 
Or accident, in the presence of his 
wife and Colonel Ames. 

Flourished Revolver. 

It was testified that Janney had 
rushed into the dining room and flour- 
ishe the revolver, while he talked 
wildly. Betore the others could inter- 
fere, they said, he placed the revolver 
to his head and fired. Death followed 
quickly. 

Following the shooting, Ames was 
placed under arrest, but e preliminary 
investigation of the special board of 
inquiry having cleared him, he was 
released. 

The only witnesses of the tragedy 
were Colonel Ames and Mrs. Janney. 
Mrs. Janney testified that her hus- 
band and Ames had been good friends. 

The Janneys were married in New 
York in 1908. She was born Mada- 
line McKassick, and belonged to a 
prominent family of San Fr&ncisco. 
She first married Dr. Pedar Brugul- 
ere, whom she divorced upon grounds 
Of failure to provide for her. When 
she married Janney he was stationed 
at Governor’s island. He went with 
the Twelfth regiment to the Philip- 
pines in July, 1909.

barracks was occupied by the public 
works department and four troops of 
rural cavalry. 

All Dynamite Ordered to Barracks. 

In consequence of the alarm over 
race disturbances, the government or- 
dered all deposits of dynamite in the 
vicinity in the possession of contractors 
for road construction and other public 
work, to be removed to the barracke 
for safe-keeping. This afternoon the 
work of removing the dynamite from 
the barracks for shipment to the gov- 
ernment magazines in Havana was be- 
gun by employees of the public works 
department, assisted by: rural guards. 

They were engaged in loading cases 
of the dynamite on wagons when a4 
terrific explosion occured instantly fol- 
lowed by another, strewing the central 
court in which the work was going 
on with dead and wounded. The whole 
massive building was destroyed, the 
adjacent row of officers’ quarters was 
demolished and the whole northern 
section of the city was deluged with a 
torrent of fragments of masonry. 

Ali Blown to Fragments. 

The explosion occurred at 5 o’clock, 
a few seconds before the men would 
have quit work, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the first resulted from the 
accidental fall of a box of dynamite 
which was being lifted on a wagon. 
It is impossible, however, to determine 
absolutely the cause, for the reason 
that all in the immediate vicinity was 
blown to fragments. It is believed the 
majority of the wounded are residents 
of the ‘town, as practically all within 
the barracks were instantly killed @ 
burited in the ruins. 

The work of exhuming the dead and 
searching for those who still may be 
alive is going on tonight, but is great- 
ly retarded by the destruction of the 
electric light wires and the fear that 
a quantity of unexploded dynamite re- 
mains in the ruins. 

Victins Hurled Mile Away. 

According to reports received here 
the mangled remains of victims were 
found in the streets of the city a mile 
from the scene of thé explosion. There 
is great anxiety in Havana owing to 
the fact that a large number of the 
rural] garrisons at Pinar de) Rio re- 
cently were sent from the city where 
their families reside.

C., and J. C. Hickey, 
of Henderron, Texas, large producers 
of cotton, testified today before the 
senate committee investigating the 
cost of living. The first named wit- 
ness testified that the price of every- 
thing used in the production of cot- 
ton has increased at least 100 per cent 
fim 10 years, mules and horses having 
advanced from 300 to 400 per cent. 
Labor increased 300 per cent and the 
value of land 100 per cent. 

The present high price of cotton 
chiefly oenefits negro labor, he said. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
observed that ‘‘new buggies, new har- 
ness and fancy clothes” were the order 
of the day with 1.egro laborers. 

Mr. Hickey testified that in his sec- 
tion one bale of cotton on three acres 
of land was the average. 

Even at the prevailing high cost of 
production, he said, farmers are mak- 
ing more money today with cotton at 
12 to 15 cents a pound than when cot- 
ton brought only 6 cents.

The delay in the cotton crop will 
also delay the supply of seed to be 
used in the manufacture of cotton seed 
meal, andethe fear that the demand 
will exceed the supply later on in the 
Season has prompted many cattle 
raisers and dairymen to order an 
extra supply of this cattle feed.

dicate that the most tremendous aerial | 
body that ever swung along through 
space in this particular neighborhood 
was breaking all world’s records for 
speed almost in our back yard. 

When It Was Visible. 

The time when the tail of the comet 
should have been visible in this part 
of the country was between 8:87 and 
10:37 o’clock. Report says that about 
that time the head of the comet was 
passing through some part of the 
earth’s orbit which was sufficiently 
far away from the earth itself to 
make the passing of the comet of iittle 
more than passing interest. 

It was the tail of the thing that in- 
terested Atlantans, just as it will be 
the tale of the thing that will interest 
coming generations when the oldest 
inhabitant brazenly declares that he 
saw the comet itself and had his hair 
singed while diving into the coal bin 
or the storm cellar. 

But the tail failed to make good in 
spite of all that has been said about 
it in the newspapers. It never. even 
gave one faint slap across the face of 
the earth just to let the fact be known 
that it was here and on the job. And 
all the stories which have made some 
of the colored population groan with 
fear of the “pisen in de tail” were 
knocked higher than a sky rocket. 

Many Comet Parties. 

There were many “comet parties” in 
evidence last night. In fact, it is 
very doubtful if any appreciably de- 
gree of the population slept any at 
all until it was apparent that there 
would be nothing more doing in the 
way of a comet for the next 75 years. 
People stood on housetops and in the 
streets and watched the heavens for 
hours and it is doubtful if so many 
faces have been turned heavenward 
at the same time since the stars fell 
a number of years ago. 

And from all reports, those falling 
stars, in point of genuine hair-raising 
excitement, had Halley’s comet backed 
clear out of space. 

Comet Kept Him at Home. 

There wag at least one well-known 
business man in Atianta yesterday who 
made the comet an excuse for not go- 
ing to work. By the way, he is also 
a member of the oity park board, but 
further identification igs withheld. 

Evidently he scented an opportunity, 
for he remained at home, and sent this 
note to his office: 

‘Dear : If I come to work at 
all today it will be late. NERVOUS 
members of my family insist that I 
stay at home until the comet danger 
has passed. Yours, See 

And at home he stayed, not even 
coming “late.” 

Says Comet’ a Fake. 

Halley’s comet has been exposed. 

It is no comet at all, according to a 
South Georgia correspondent of The 
Constitution, but only a planet mas- 
querading in the disguise of a comet. 

The aforesaid correspondent, writing 
from Thomasville, says: ~ 

“Hally’s comet, that has been creat- 
ing so much comment and speculation, 
will soon have passed away. It may 
be so, but no one can make me believe 
that it is a shooting mass steering 
itself through space at will. I have 
been a close observer of the heavenly 
bodies for more than half a century 
and I think I am right in my views. 

“Now, this comet is nothing to, 
frighten or to do any harm except in 
slight changes in the atmosphere. It 
is simply one of the planets that ro- 
tates on its axis just as ours does, and 
at certain intervals its northern, or 
frozen region, comes at right angles 
with the sun and causes this great 
refiection of light. It is only the sun 
shining on the north pole of that 
planet. 

“In 1860 our earth caused a large 
comet which was visible to the people 
on those other planets. It was called 
by our people anauroro borealis. Some 
said it was a sign of war and hundreds 
went crazy. The civil war broke out, 
but that had nothing to do with it. 
Our earth’s frozen regions on north 
pole was at proper angle to cause the 
reflection of light which widens out 
as it goes out in space. The comet 
always points to the sun and if you 
will watch the comet tonight as day- 
light approaches you will see its 
bright ray leave the star that causes 
it all in line with the sun. Of course 
this reflection changes .as the planet 
moves on in its orbit, but it always 
points at the sun.”

TURNER NOT HELD 


FOR HARRIS’ FINE

Interesting letters are being written 
home from abroad by Mrs. William 8. 
Royster, who was Miss Ethel Kelly. 
Mr. and Mrs. Royster, on their wed- 
ding trip, have recently been visiting 
the north coast of Africa and the 
following is a graphic description of 
Mrs. Royster’s observations in Algiers: 

“The most interesting place We have 
visited is Algiers. The city is divided 
into -two distinct parts, the French 
quarter and the Arab quarter. The 
business part of the French quarter 
is said to resemble Paris. All stores 
and apartments are from 3 to 5 stories 
high, with smal! iron balconies around 
each window. We visited the gov- 
ernor general's house. The -grounds 
are beautiful; just a riot of shrubs, 
palms, flowers, etc. 

“The Arab quarter is most interest- 
ing. The- nations vary in color from 
light yellow to black (like our ne- 
groes). Men all wear the little red 
fez. The women are all covered up 
except eyes, hands and feet. They 
wear white which looks like cheese 
cloth, and instead of skirts they wear 
very full bloomers gathered around 
the ankles. All of them are tattooed 
between the eyes to keep away the evil 
spirits. There are no streets, just nar- 
row alleys up and down the mountain 
sides, borderel on either side with 
small houses.

“The editorial in The Constitution 
on Wednesday morning suggested just 
this plan, and it is a coincident that 
someone in Atlanta took up the mat- 
ter with Klaw & Erlanger in New 
York, and it was natural Klaw & Er- 
langer inquired of E. F. Albee, the gen- 
eral manager of the United Booking 
Offices, who is associated in the opera- 
tion of the Forsyth, and who was as- 
sociated in the operation of the Or- 
pheum before the opening of the new 
- theater—if the theater could be leased. 

Mr. Albee passed the news ale~g to 
Mr. Wells, who immediately § replied 
that the Orpheum could be leased at 
a price, and that the Atlanta Theater 
Company, which he controls, would put 
the theater in fine order. 

Continuing Mr. Cardoza said: 

“Ever since the ‘war’ in things the- 
atrical was announced the case has 
been clearly put to the public. It is 
not a movement of the Shuberts, or 
any other producers, In fact the 
Shuberts have no better standing with 
the National Association of Theater 
Owners than Klaw & Erlanger, or any 
other producers. The Shuberts are not 
booking agents and never have been. 
They are producers, who have been 
shut out of the majority of theaters in 
the country, along with other produic- 
ers, simply because Klaw & Erlanger, 
as booking agents, controlled about 906 
per cent of the theaters of the country 
and had quarreled with the Shuberts 
and other producers, whose plays they 
refused to route. The theater own- 
ers tired of suffering the inability to 
play some of the biggest productions 
known, and tired of trying to explain 
why the shows were not offered. and 
after failing to get Klaw & Erlanger 
to book the wanted money-getters, 
simply organized and announced the 
open door. 

“The Grand Opera house in Atlanta 
stands with the principal theaters of 
every city in the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada,on this platform, 
and the local theater Is available to all 
first-class attractions of any producer. 

“Instead of keeping the Klaw & Er- 
langer attractions out. of Atlanta, Mr. 
Wells seems to have made a move to 
give the firm an opening in time for 
the regular season, provided they do 
not shake hands and come in the 
Grand Opera house to share honors 
with other producers who will send 
along shows that have not been seen 
here before.” 

In a@ telegram to Atlanta yesterday 
Mr. Wells, who is the president of the 
Southern Association of Theater Man- 
agers, announced that he has already 
routed 30 high-class productions never 
seen in the south before. He also an- 
nounced that there would be theaters 
devoted to the “open door” policy in 
every principal city, inmeluding Rich- 
mond, Norfolk, Nashville, Birmingham, 
Mobile and New Orleans, where Klaw 
& Erlanger claim they have the hold 
of the theaters that have been produc- 
ing their attractions.

SWINDLING SCALES | 
USED BY THE TRUST 


New York, May 18.—Richard Parr, 
the government employee, whose fa- 
mous raid on the scale houses of the 
American Sugar Refining Company in 
Williamsburg (Brooklyn) in November, 
1907, first uncovered the gigantic su- 
gar underweighing frauds whereby the 
government was cheated out of thou- 
sands of dollars in duty, took the wit- 
ness stand today at the trial of Charles 
R. Heike in the criminal branch of 
the United States circuit court. 

Heike is secretary of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, and with five 
former employees of the company, 
stands charged with conspiring to de- 
fraud the government. Several minor 
employees already have been convict- 
ed and the government has been re- 
imbursed for the short weights, but, 
nevertheless, it is continuing the pros- 
ecution of its case. 

Parr was examined for the govern- 
ment by Henry L, Stimson. Before 
Parr took the stand United States 
Weigher Hyatt testified as to the use 
of the steel spring used to poke 
through a hole in the scales to make 
an underweight. He said 16 out of 
17 scales on the Williamsburg docks 
of the compeny had holes for the in- 
sertion of such springs, and that their 
insertion caused a loss of about 10 
pounds when a draft of three bags of 
sugar was being weighed.

Glenn Faver, a well-known real es- 
tate man, of 638 Edgewood avenue, 
captured, single-handed, a negro, Julius 
Avery. aged 36 years, who had evi- 
dently been trying to break into the 
neighboring home of Robert Winship, 
on Spruce street, at 9o0’clock last night.

Closing quotations were at nearly the 
lowest level of the day and barely 
steady at a net decline of 9 and 13 
points. 

The market opened easy at a de- 
cline of one to 13 points and very 
quickly sold 9 to 14 points net lower, 
with the old crop relatively weak 
under general liquidation and bear 
pressure, which had the encourage- 
ment of rather easier Liverpool cables, 
a better weather map than looked for 
and continued talk of freer south- 
ern spot cotton offerings. A renewal 
of bull support and covering, together 
with reports of a better demand for 
cotton goods, caused a relly to about 
the closing figures of the previous 
day, during the middie session, but 
the market again became very weak 
and unsettled in the afternoon under 
a renewal‘of liquidation, active bear 
pressure, stop loss orders, selling by, 
spot houses, and rumors that the 
leading bulls were reducing their 
lines.

LOWEST OF THE YEAR 
IN STOCK TRANSACTIONS 
Dulliness of Market Attributed 
to the Foreign Exchange 
Situation. 


New York, May 18.—In seeking an 
explanation for the present stagnant 
condition of the stock market today, 
attention was turned to the foreign 
exchange situation. The persistent 
hardening of the foreign exchange 
rates since the break caused by the 
first reports of large sales of Ameri- 
can securities to foreigners begot 
the fear that the representatives of 
these sales were exaggerated and 
partly illfounded. The difficulty in 
obtaining any authentic information 
on the subject from the bankers im- 
mediately concerned adds to the doubts 
which have become to be entertained. 
The suspicion that has grown up as to 
the sales of bonds actually effected 
causes a recurrence of discussion to 
some of the unfavorable conditions 
which it was hoped to have relieved by 
the freer course of foreign supplies of 
capital. 

It is to be said that conditions in the 
foreign exchange markets are so much 
confused and the difficulty is thus in- 
creased of reading the supposed ef- 
fects of sales abroad of bonds. There 
are bulls and bears in the exchange 
market, just as in stocks, and their 
operations of late are said to have 
been unusually bold and speculative, 
and their opposing efforts to conceal 
the real sition correspondingly 
strenuous. he first reports of large 
sales of American bonds abroad are 
supposed to have been seized upon by 
a speculative party of foreign ex- 
change bankers to sell large amounts 
the exchange against which they ex- 
pected to buy the bills offered against 
the bond sales. On the other hand, 
the negotiators of the bond sales saw 
the decline in exchange rates, and the 
reduced profit on the saie of their 
bille against those sales, with no 
great relish and the rebound in ex- 
change is under suspicion of manipu- 
lation to correct tne situation in the 
interest of those banking interests. 
The uneasiness of the shorts in foreign 
exchange would be aggravated, of 
course, by allowing doubts to grow of 
the reality of the reported sales of 
bonds. 

Genuine strength in foreign ex- 
change is indicated by the course of 
foreign markets and the sales here of 
stocks for foreign account. The 
troubles incident to the putting afloat 
of fraudulent cotton bills of lading 
also constitute an element in_ the 
scarcity of commercial bills of ex- 
change. The hardening course of the 
private discount rate in London today 
dissipated any expectation that the 
bank rate would come down tomorrow. 
The continuance of withdrawals of 

old for sundry destinations from the 
Sank of England makes it likely that 
protection will be sought by making 
the present bank rate effective in the 
opening market. 

With this outlook In the foreign ex- 
change market there was a_recur- 
rence of discussion today of the un- 
favorable trade balance, the existing 
high price of commodities and the 
possible necessity of widespread re- 
adjustment to correct the discrepancy 
and to reawakon demand and restore 
trade activity. In this mood of the 
speculation, attention was attracted to 
such incidents as the agitation of 
shippers against freight rate increases 
by the railroads and a movement 
sgainst New England cotton mills to 
shut down for the week on Decoration 
Day. The dealings of 245,200 shares 
were the smallest of any day of this 
or last year. In the hour between 1 
and 2 o'clock today, less than 18,000 
shares changed hands. 

Total sales, par 
value, $1,175,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

GOOD WEATHER MADE 
ALL GRAINS DECLINE 
Wheat Was Off One and an 


ighth to Qne and 
te teen 


Chicago, May 18.—In every pit on the 
board of trade closing quotations show- 
ed a loss today. Expectations of mark- 
ed improvement in the crop showing 
Was geenral because of the warm 
weather in all directions following the 
long continued coolness and the rains. 
Reportg of another cargo of 250,000 
bushels of wheat to come to Chicago 
from Duluth gave an additional slam 
near the close. Active futures finished 
1% to 1% lower and May %c. Corn 
showed a decline of % to 1%, oats % 
to % and provisions 7% to 17%c. 

Apparently the short interest in 
wheat had largely covered on yes- 
terday’s bulge and there was little or 
no other basis of strength. The 
higher Liverpoo] quotations were re- 
garded as merely a refiection of a tem- 
porary spurt here. Purchases which 
caused the local bulge were believed 
to have been sold out today in the 
first hour. An attempt was made at 
One Stage to bull the market on reports 
of big clearances from Boston, but in- 
vestigation showed that the wheat 
shipped from there was exclusively 
Canadian. Then the selling pressure 
was renewed and particularly from the 
northwest. Duluth stocks were shown 
to have been decreased 300,000 bushels 
in two days. A dispatch from Dallas 
declared that Texas would raise 15,- 
000,000 bushels and that the harvest 
would begin in eight days. Almost 
simultaneously came information that 
Durum wheat was 2%c lower thas 
spring wheat at Duluth, showing the 
total absence of any foreign demand 
In none of the markets was there any 
call reported for ordinary milling ~ 
sorts, such kinds, it was said, being 
sacrificed or carried over. Selling was 
most persistent and the support poor- 
est in the final dealings. One reason 
Was a telegram asserting that reporta 
from every county in North Dakota 
showed, almost without exception, 
practically no damage and that condi- 
tions apparently were about perfect. 
September sold from $1.01% to §1.00% 
and closed weak at $1.00%, a net loss 
of 1%c. 

Bright warm weather and larger 
offerings from interior dealers and 
farmers made corn quite weak. De- 
mand was poor, both for cash and 
futures.
